No Shakeup

LONDON (UP) - Top-ranking 
Soviet m ilitary officers apparently 
have swung their support to p arty 
chief 
Nikita 
S. 
K hrushchev’s 
purge of M arshal Georgi Zhukov, 
diplom atic sources said today. 
As a result, they said, there 
probably will be no shakeup of the 
rest of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force high com m ands. 
The support of the m ilitary of­ 
ficers plus that of the party high 
com m and apparently e n a b l e d 
Khrushchev to send party “ agita­ 
tors” throughout the Soviet Union 
F riday night to start the touchy 
task of explaining the purge of a 
hero to rank-and-file m em bers. 
A dispatch from United P ress 
Staff Correspondent Henry Shapiro 
that cleared Soviet censorship this 
m orning said the agitators — or 
explainers — held m ass m eetings 
in factories and offices. 


Censorship Blocks R eports 


It said they went into the his­ 
tory of the Soviet Union since the 
Bolshevik revolution 40 years ago. 
Moscow censorship apparently did 
not perm it Shapiro to report what 
was said about Zhukov’s fate. 
A pparently all reference to this 
was held up pending an official 
announcem ent expected la ter to­ 
day. 
The explanation m eetings w ere 
sim ilar to those held before the 
fate of the Molotov “ anti-party” 
group

Whether Bensalem goes first 
class may depend on 334 votes— 
the margin held by the Republi­ 
can Party, sponsors of the propo­ 
sal. 


The question appears to be a 
straight party proposition. Flatly, 
Republicans are for the change. 
Democrats oppose It. 
Republicans leaders 
say the 
change will mean more represen­ 
tation for the residents. Demo­ 
crats say the change will bring 
higher taxes and little else. They 
contend the township manager 
and three supervisors are ample 
to run the affairs of the munici­ 
pality. 


Republican 
spokesmen 
say 
three supervisors and the mana­ 
ger can’t possibly have the ver­ 
satility needed to govern a town­ 
ship with a population as large as 
Bensalem’s. 


Not Rural 
GOP men say second-class stat­ 
us was designed for rural munici­ 
palities, with supervisors acting 
mainly as roadmasters. Bensal­ 
em, they say, with approximately 
22,000 persons, it definitely not 
rural and has more complicated 
matters than just road problems. 


Disguised Tactic 
Democratic old-timers say the 
Republican push for first class 
may be a disguised tactic to re­ 
gain township control. 
This is the second time since 
World War II that the first-class 
issue has been on the ballot. 
Township 
warhorses 
say 
the 
measure was beaten down at that 
time because, then, as now, “We 
couldn’t see any advantages to 
it.” 


Democrats say that if the issue 
wins this Tuesday, all posts will 
have to be re-elected in 1959, to 
make room for the new posts. 
This, they say, could be the Re­ 
publicans real aim in pushing 
first-class. 
GOP men say this isn’t so. The 
Democrats would have the same 
advantage of pulling down the 
posts as tile Republicans, and it s 
conceivable that the Democrats 
coultf sweep the polls as they 
have done in recent elections. 
A lot of legislation has passed 
in Harrisburg since the first class 
measure was beaten, Democrats 
say, and there really isn’t much 


cept for more taxes. 
Republicans say decide on what 
services you want when consider­ 
ing the amount of taxes you want 
to pay. Informed sources say the 
first class township does have a 
broader tax base than second 
classes, and you get what you 
pay for in taxes, based on serv­ 
ices received. * 


Must Be OK'd By Voters 
First class township doesn’t re­ 
quire the municipality to put in 
water and sewage facilities, nor 
does it save an area from an­ 
nexation by a neighboring terri­ 
tory. Annexation must 
be 
ap­ 
proved by the majority of all the 
voters in the area. 
If the first class question is 
victorious, the township would 
gain from five to seven commis­ 
sioners — eliminating the present 
form of three supervisors. 
The 
commissioners can be elected at- 
large, but they can also be re­ 
quired to live in the wards they 
represent, if wards are set up. 
Commissioners, 
Republicans 
feel, would make stronger home- 
rule giving more responsibility 
to the people. Another advan­ 
tage, GOP spokesmen said, is 
that 
first-class 
townships 
get 
more state aid to help with vari­ 
ous projects. 
Probably the crux of the mat­ 
ter is that the people believe that 
Bucks County judges, who are 
Republican, would appoint Re­ 
publican commissioners for the 
township. 


Quarter Sessions Court has the 
power to appoint commissioners 
for a one-year term after the 
township 
becomes 
first 
class. 
The present officer’s term would 
end the first Monday in January 
after the new form of govern­ 
ment is put into effect. 
Republicans say that wouldn’t 
necessarily hold true. The COP 
contends that government is like 
a business and business demands 
supervision — the best available. 
Not a Pretty Picture 
The voters will decide the issue 
Tuesday. The surcharge picture 
under the Democratic majority 
isn’t pretty. Neither is the pros­ 
pect of 
more 
possible 
taxes. 
First class means more supervi­ 
sion, but it means more salaries, 
too. Whether it’s better to switch 
status or remain unchanged will 
be up to the voters. 
They alone know which type 
government they prefer.
